These structures, accord- 
ing tolaw, are temporary, but the hospit ils 
and other houses are commodious and admi- 
rabiy adapted, in this mild and se mi-tropical 
«limate, to the designed uses, and may be 
kept in good condition at asmall annual 
cost. Qn the subject of the maratime 
quarantine, the reportsays: ‘It is a source 
ot deep regretto the board that the limita- 
tion of its resources as imposed by the recent 
action of congress, precludes the possibility 
of making an efficient arrangement at other 
localities on the south Atlantic and gulf 
coasts, and thus preparing adequate safe- 
guards against the introduction of infectious 
fevers from foreign countries, through any of 
the ports, of the United States, from Dalti- 
more to the southern limit of the coust of 
Texas.” Reference is made to the 
valuable services rendered — by Dr. 
D M. Burge wlio was on constant 
duty in the the consul general at 
Havana guarding against infectious diseases 
reaching the United States from that port. 
In view of the proved efficiency of the river 
sanitary police svstem, the board was serious- 
ly embarrassed by the small appropriation 
granted for this purpose, and was forced to 
keep up the service with difficulty on a very 
small scale, principally for the protection of 
New Orleans against the unjust quarantine 
of otlier states.

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MARINE DISASTER. 
Detalles of the Collisien of Twe Stcamers. 
Detroit, November 15.—Captain Chambers, 
of the sunken steamer Brunswick, has arrived 


in the city, and gives the following account 


of the collision between his and the 


schooner Carlingford, off Port Colborne Sat- 
urday: ‘“‘We left Buffalo at 10 o'clock 
Friday, with a cargo of 1,500° tons of hard 
coal, bound for Duluth. It was snowing 
and a little thick when we leit, but at 
11 o'clock at night it was quite clear, 
the wind about east-southeast and seven 
miles per hour. At twelve o’clock the 
first mate, John Frazer, took charze, 
and I went aft for lunch. When I left the 
deck the weather was a little hazy, although 
I could plainly see Dunkirk light, twelve 
miles off. I went into the cabin, took off my 
overcoat and boots; ate lunch and sat down 
by the steam-lheater for. a smoke; had just 
finished a smoke, and was putting on my 
boots to go forw ard where my room was, when 
I felta slight jar, and immediately afterward 
heard the signal for the engine to stop and 
back. A second jar was felt, which I sup- 
pose "Was caused by the vessel rolling and 
striking against the bow of the Brunswick. 
Immediately I ran forward and tound that 
we had collided with the schooner. I said to 
the mate: ‘This isa bad job, Mr. Frazer,’ to 
which he replied: ‘Yes, it is.’ The second 
mate came on deck this time, and I sent him 
below to see if we were leaking. He quickly 
returned and said: ‘Captain, we are sinking.’ 
I saw that the men on the schooner had low- 
ered the yaw! and could save themselves, so I 
at once headed the Brunswick for the shore. 
I didn’t. believe at the time that we were 
sinking, but went below, found that she was 
maeny filling, closed the bulkhead dowir and

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THE COTTON CROP. 


Report of the Department of Agrtculture. 
WASHINGTON, November 15.—The following 
statement showing the condition of the cot- 


ton, corn and wheat was issued at the 


department of agriculture to-day: 

Cotton—The returns of November Ist from 
ten of the principal cotton growing states, 
gives indication of a yield perac re of consider- 
ably less than last year. The drouth, which 
was the cause in all sections, Was most severe 
in the states west of the Mississippi river, 
and, as reported, the decrease in those states 
is 33 per centin Louisiana, 40 per cent in 
Texas, and nearly 60 per cent in Arkansas. 
North Carolina, onthe Atlantic coast, makes 
a return of 30 per cent less yield than 
In’ 1880; South Carolina, Georgia and 
Mississippi report a better condition, and the 
prospects are for acrop not much below that 
of lust year. In these states the weather 
reported as having been tavorable during the 
month and the prospect of a fair top crop was 
good. ‘The average yield per acre of wheat in 
1881, as shown by our returns, is ten and one- 
half bushels; against thirteen and one-tenth 
in 1880, indicating a decfease of about twenty 
per cent or one hundred millions of bushels 
from last year’s product, which reached near- 
ly five hundred millions. Alongthe Atlantic 
coast the yield has not varied greatly from 
that of the previous season, but in the interior 
and western states there has been a great fall- 
ing off, caused by the severe wii.ter, late cold 
spring, drouth and in several states insect 
ravages, but while the quantity of the crop 
is reduced, the quality generally reported 
very good. Corn—November returns show an 
average yield of 20% bushels per aere ofcorn, 
indicating a fé ling off of about 20 per cent 
from the crop of 1880; caused chiefly by the 
general and protracted drouth during the 
growing season and by the excessive rains 
since the c rop Was harvested, which have done 
great damage in many sections, especially in 
the Ohioand Missi issippi valleys... The chinch 
bug has also been destructive in the same re- 
gion. The quality of the crop is somewhat 
below the average. In Wisconsinand Minne- 
sota there is a decided increase over last year’s 
yield, but there are exceptions to the general 
rule. |

Liebknecht wil relin- 
quish Offenbach in favoroft Bebel, whom the 
socialists here will do their utmost to elect to 
the reichstag A-socialist has defeated a pro- 
gressist at Hamburg. Trohene, socialist, bas 
been elected at Hanan by a large majority. 
Dr. Horacker has at last obtained a seat in the 
reichstag, at Minden, by a majority of 2,000.

THE GREENVILLE AND LAURENS. 
Augusta Chronicle. 

We gave, a few days since, some of the facts and 
figures in reference to the Savannah Valley railroad 
and the Atlanta and French Broad grailroad, oue,oi 
which connects with the Augusta and Knoxville at 
Dorn's mines and the other at Trickem, one extend- 
ing to Anderson and the other to Pickens. The 
buildtng of the Greenwood, Laurens and Spartan- 
burg railroad has ulready been decided upon, bonds 
to the amount of $150,000 subscribed by Laurens 
and Spartanburg counties, and a permanent or- 
ganization affected wifh Mr. E. F. Verdeéry, 
of the Augusta and Knoxville railroad as 
ee LG thus practically jneking a consol- 
Tdated line from Atigusta to Spartanburg. We 

ave now before us a pew line which Will also con- 
nect with the Augusta and Knoxville railroad. 
This isthe Greenville and Laurens railroad, extend- 
ing from Greenville to Laurens, a distance of 36 
miles. Itis25 miles from Greenwood to Laurens, 
or about the same distance that itis between the 
two places by the Greenville and Columbia rail- 
road. Mr. W. Manldin, of Greenville, president of 
the Greenville and Laurens railroad, was in Augus- 
ta vesterday for the purpose of conferring with 
President Verdery. le says that the company 
will have no difficulty in grading the road between 
the two points. They have $150,000 in bonds, of 
which $25,000 was subscribed by the town of Green- 
ville, $50,000 by Greenville county, and $75,000 by 
Laurens couty, says it can be made ready for the 
iron for $140,000. They, thereforg, do not ask for 
money. Their object isto have the road taken into 
the Augusta and Knoxville system with proper 
safeguards against discriminations against points on 
the new road. As the matter now stands Greenville 
isas completely shut off from Charleston as if there 
was a Chinese wall between the two places. The 
Richmond and Danville road has control of the road 
running into Greenville and is master of the situa- 
tion. 

When the new road is built this twill not be the 
ease. The Richmond and Danville has offered to 
take the bonds subscribed by Greenville and Lau- 
rens and build the road if the contract was given 
to it, but neither Greenville nor Laurens desires 
this, as they would then bein no better condition 
than they are now. ‘The company desires to go in 
with the Augusta and Knoxville, so as to havea 
competing line and give that portion of South Caro- 
lina an outlet to the sea, via Augusta. It would be 
a good thing for Augusta and the Augusta and 
Knoxville railroad, as wellas for the Greenville and 
Laurens railroad and Greenville and Laurens. As 
soon as the Greenwood, Laurens and Spartanburg 
railroad is completed from Greenwood toLaurens, 
twenty-five miles, the connection could be mace.

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SELMA AND MOBILE, 

CINCINNATI, November 15.—Arrangements have 
been completed for the organization of the 
Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile railroad. The com 
pany wWilloperate 72 miles ot road leading from 
Akron, on the Alabama Great Southern railroad, 
to Selma. All but17 miles, between Akron and 
Greensburg of this line, have been built and are 
in operation, the completed portion having been 
acquired by purchase. The capital stock has been 
placed at $1,500,000, two-thirds of which has been 
subscribed by Cincinnati capitalists. The remain- 
der of the stock is held by Mr. Fred Woltfe and New 
York men. Mr. Fred Wolffe will be the president 
ofthe company. An executive committee will be 
chosen of Cincinunatians. The Cincinnati, Selma 
and Mobile rairoad is a highly important ac- 
quisition to the strength of the Cincinnati South- 
ern. It will open ‘the way to Selma, Mont- 
gomery. Mobile, Pensacola, and Brunswick and 
run through the very heart of ‘the cotton 
rarden of the south.’’ The natural result will be to 
Setar to the Cincinnati Southern a large volume of 
traffic which has hitherto sought other outlets, for 
the road will enjoy all the advantages incident to 
direct communication with the cities named and 
the country tributary thereto. A long centract for 
the use of the road from Selma to Montgomery hav- 
ing been made with the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad company, the gap of seventeen miles will 
be put under contract at once and be completed by 
the middle of January. ;
